O PEACEKEEPING 


-- REACTION TO PDD 25 HAS BEEN MIXED. THE SECRETARIAT 
LIKED OUR PRACTICAL APPROACH AND THE OFFER OF TOOLS TO 
ACCOMPLISH THE JOB. 

SOME DELEGATIONS WORRY THAT OUR DECISION PROCESS COULD 
DELAY DISPATCH OF NEW MISSIONS. 

— THE PROVISION IN THE PDD ON REDUCING THE U.S.

-- U.S. ENGAGEMENT IN AND COMMITMENT TO PEACEKEEPING IS

GENERAL FOR PEACEKEEPING KOFI ANNAN 


0 PDD-25 CONFIRMS THE U.S. COMMITMENT TO CONTINUED 
ENGAGEMENT IN INTERNATIONAL PEACEKEEPING. 

-- THE U.S . IS READY TO WORK WITH THE SECRETARIAT TO 
ENSURE THAT THE DISCIPLINED DECISION-MAKING FRAMED BY THE 
PDD IMPROVES THE EFFECTIVENESS AND EFFICIENCY OF THE UN. 
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-- WE DO NOT BELIEVE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PRINCIPLES 
CONTAINED IN THE PDD WOULD RESULT IN CRITICAL DELAYS IN 
DISPATCH OF NEW MISSIONS. A MORE RIGOROUS APPROACH CAN

— WE STRONGLY SUPPORT THE SYG'S INITIATIVE TO URGE

— WE WILL NEED TO INTENSIFY OUR EFFORTS BOTH IN NEW YORK
